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TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER  REPORT 

There  are  2,200  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the  state.  Each 
town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  The  number  of  fires  reported  during  the  2000  fire  season  was 
below  average  as  referenced  in  the  statistics  below.  Despite  this,  our  network  of  fire  towers  and  detection 
patrols  were  still  quite  busy  with  the  fire  towers  being  first  to  report  over  135  fires.  These  fires  were  quickly 
and  accurately  reported  to  the  local  fire  department  for  their  prompt  and  effective  suppression  efforts. 
Wildland  fires  occurring  in  areas  where  homes  are  situated  in  the  woodlands  are  a  serious  concern  for  both 
landowners  and  firefighters.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space 
around  them  and  making  sure  that  houses  are  properly  identified  with  street  numbers.  Please  contact  the 
Forest  Protection  Bureau  to  request  a  brochure  to  assist  you  in  assessing  fire  safety  around  your  home  and 
woodlands. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden 
or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are 
required  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow  where  the  burning  will  be 
done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L;17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable 
for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Di\'ision  of  Forests  and  Lands, 
Forest  Protection  Bureau.  Forest  Rangers  have  investigated  numerous  complaints  regarding  violations  of  the 
timber  harvest  and  forest  fire  laws,  and  taken  enforcement  action  to  ensure  compliance.  If  you  have  any 
questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217,  or  for  general 
information  visit  our  website  at  www.dred.state.nh.us  . 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract  aii'craft  patrols. 
This  early  detection  system  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments. 
These  factors  are  critical  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires,  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression 
costs  as  low  as  possible.  Due  to  permitting  and  fire  safety  concerns,  please  contact  your  local  fire  department 
BEFORE  using  portable  outdoor  fire  places  and  vessels,  including  those  constructed  of  clay,  concrete  or  wire 


mesh. 

Please  contact  your  local  fire  department  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.

Annual  Report 


Saco  Valley  Fire  Association  has  had  a  relatively  quiet  year.  With 
a  total  of  33  calls  as  of  12/6/2000.  The  calls  are  as  follows:  North 
Fryeburg  -15,  Stow-9,  Chatham-3,  Batchelders  Plantation  1,  and  Mutual 
aid  with  Fryeburg-5.  We  also  were  on  stand-by  in  the  station  for  2  other 
alarms. 

A  truck  was  on  duty  at  the  fair  this  year  at  the  "Birthday 
Celebration"  and  at  the  annual  "Fall  Fair".  We  were  stationed  at  the 
Lovell  Gate. 

We  continue  our  training  program  both  in  house  and  through 
classes  provided  by  business,  organizations,  and  government  agencies.  AI 
this  is  done  to  better  serve  the  public  and  to  comply  with  OSHA 
regulations. 

We  continue  to  upgrade  our  equiptment  and  protective  gear  as  our 
budget  allows.

Maintaining  old  equiptment  is  both  expensive  and  time  consuming.  We 
have  been  setting  aside  moneys  from  fund  raising  events  in  a  "Truck 
Fund";  however,  we  still  find  it  necessary  to  ask  for  your  help. 

We  again  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  your  support  and 
encouragement  through  these  years. 

Please  use  smoke  detectors,  be  aware  of  the  dangers  of  carbon 
monoxide,  and  be  careful  with  all  your  fires.

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Fryeburg  Rescue  2000  Annual  Report 

To  the  Citizens  of  Fryeburg,  Brownfield,  Lovell,  Stow  and  Chatham: 

This  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  Fryeburg  Rescue;  we  experienced  an  increase  in  call  volume  over  the  year.  Our 
EMT-Intermediates  enhanced  their  level  of  training  and  are  now  able  to  administer  some  medications  that  will  allow 
for  quicker  intervention.  We  are  also  in  the  final  stages  of  pre-positioning  some  advanced  level  equipment,  including 
defibrillators  and  advanced  airway  kits  into  the  outlying  areas  of  our  coverage  area.  This  will  allow  those  trained  to 
start  advanced  treatment  before  the  unit  arrives. 

Late  last  year  along  with  the  purchase  of  a  new  ambulance  we  also  updated  the  extrication  vehicle.  This  update 
included  a  new  box  vvith  more  easily  accessible  space.  A  generator  and  powerful  scene  lights  were  also  added  to  the 
truck.  Earlier  this  year,  we  also  updated  the  equipment  inside  this  same  truck  with  new  hand  lights,  cords  and  tools. 
The  biggest  update  was  the  addition  of  new  "jaws  tool".  This  new  system  includes  a  gas  powered  hydraulic  unit  and 
two  tools.  One  tool  is  a  spreader  and  the  other  is  a  cutter.  Our  plan  is  to  add  to  this  system  on  a  regular  basis. 
Another  new  look  that  is  now  showing  up  on  scene  is  new  turn  out  gear  that  will  help  protect  us  while  we  serve  you. 

Our  Junior  Rescue  Squad  is  still  an  integral  part  of  the  team.  Many  of  these  young  members  go  on  to  become  long 
time  members  on  the  Senior  Squad.  (Penny  calling  me  with  m.ore  info  for  this  part.) 

This  year's  volume  of  calls  totaled  542  calls  for  Fryeburg  and  the  surrounding  communities.  The  breakdown  is  as 
follows:  Fryeburg  348;  North  Fryeburg  23;  Brownfield  83;  Lovell  46,  Stow  8;  Chatham  25;  and  East  Conway  4.  We 
were  also  called  upon  to  assist  other  local  rescue  squads  with  mutual  aid  calls. 

We  would  sincerely  like  to  thank  the  community  for  both  their  moral  and  financial  support.  Without  this  level  of 
support  we  would  be  unable  to  upgrade  and  continue  our  service  as  one  of  the  few  remaining  fiill  volunteer,  non- 
charging  services.
